5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that 't is necessary jjr expedient so to do, 
it may by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
rela.x any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-serviceman and other special categories of persons, in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to' time in this regard.

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Servants (Discipline & Appeal) Amendment Rules , 

1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 6 of the Railway Servants (Discipline & Appeal) Rules, 1968, under the sub-heading “Minor 
Penalties”, after clause (iii-a), the following clause shall be introduced, namely;— 

“(iii-b) Reduction to a lower stage in the time scale of pay for a period not exceeding three years, 
without cumulative effect and not adversely affecting his pension.”
